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Homes plan could 
still be scrapped 


DISTRICT councillors could yet make a U-tum on a 
controversial decision to allow a developer to build 
300 homes on the edge of Honiton, after health and 
education bosses this week claimed key services may 
be at risk. 

Planning chiefs at East Devon District Council had 
previously approved the application from developer 
Welbeck Strategic Land to build the houses on land 
west of Hayne Lane, on the boundary between Honi¬ 
ton and Gittisham. 

And campaigners who fought the proposals had been 
resigned to defeat, after district councillors gave the 
green light in April. 

But a long list of comments submitted to the council 
this week by furious public bodies angry at the deci¬ 
sion, persuaded planning bosses to reconsider. 

District councillors were due to discuss the applica¬ 
tion again in a meeting at Knowle, Sidmouth, on Lri- 
day (July 11th). But a decision was deferred to give 
planning chiefs enough time to reassess all the infor¬ 
mation. 

Councillor Helen Parr, chairman of the district coun¬ 
cil’s development management committee, said the 
late submissions from consultees were “unhelpful and 
regrettable”. 

But members agreed that it was “democratic” to 
defer the decision until a later date. 

Residents had previously raised concerns that the 
homes would be situated too far from key facilities in 
Honiton, and that the influx of families would lead to 
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overcrowding at surgeries and schools. 

Since then, concerns have been raised by EDDC 
ward member. Councillor Susie Bond, and by Git¬ 
tisham Parish Council, about the degree of considera¬ 


tion given to the possible impact on Areas of Out¬ 
standing Natural Beauty. 

In the run-up to the meeting, comments were re¬ 
ceived from a number of bodies that had been asked 
to assess the impact of the application. 

A letter from NHS bosses sent to the council re¬ 
vealed concern regarding the impact of the develop¬ 
ment on healthcare infrastructure in Honiton.

Fears over youth 
club building 

A TENANT of the Axminster Youth Centre building 
fears the premises could be boarded-up at the end of 
September. 

But Axminster county councillor Andrew Moulding 
says such a scenario is “very unlikely’’. 

Debbie Humberstone runs The Project, which sup¬ 
ports young people with mental health issues. 

The Project is based in the youth centre building, 
where members meet once a week. 

It is Devon County Council’s decision to close the 
youth club in its current format that has caused con¬ 
cern about the building.The aim is to replace the cur¬ 
rent youth club with what is known as a 
“community-led’’ club. 

Debbie said: “I’m told the youth service can take 
bookings on the building until the end of September. 

“But we have no idea what will happen after that. 

“I’m led to believe that if there is no viable alterna¬ 
tive use, the building will be boarded-up at the end 
of September. The youth club will cease at the end of 
the month, and won’t reopen in September. 

“1 don’t think they are going to keep the building 
open on the basis of us using it once a week.’’ 

But Councillor Moulding claims a misunderstand¬ 
ing has caused the concern, saying: “1 think they (The 
Project) spoke to an officer who may have said that 
buildings would be boarded-up if there was no viable 
use. 

“But in my view that is not the case in Axminster. 
We have had many expressions of interest. 

“At the very least 1 see it as a building to be used by 
the college. 

“The chance of the building being boarded-up is 
very unlikely.’’ 

When asked if an a community-led youth club re¬ 
placement would open up in September after the 
school holidays, he said: “It won’t be done in five min¬ 
utes, but we have expressions of interest from two 
parties.’’

A proud day for Seaton 



THE past few weeks have been highly emotional 
for those who lost loved ones in the D-Day land¬ 
ings and the subsequent battle for Normandy as 
the 70th anniversary of the invasion of Europe has 
come and gone. With D-Day veterans now well 
into their 80s and 90s, it is likely to be the last sig¬ 
nificant anniversary to receive such wide public- 
ity. 

The commemorations have also rekindled near 
forgotten memories of what life was like in the 
West Country with so many American soldiers bil¬ 
leted in our towns and villages as they prepared 
for the big push into Europe and the eventual de¬ 
feat of Nazi tyranny. 

For many young Americans, thousands of miles 
from home and family, their taste of life of rural 
England was their last experience of normalcy. 
Whilst their lives were far from comfortable, many 
being billeted under canvass, they enjoyed many 
kindnesses from their English hosts and recipro¬ 
cated with chocolate bars and ring donuts for the 
kids and fresh fruit for a nation subjected to food 
rationing. 

Such was life in many Devon towns. The kids of 
that era are now of pensionable age but they still 
have vivid memories of how the GIs were here one 
\ ^y and gone the next. Such memories abounded 


in Seaton on Sunday when the great United States 
of America officially thanked this small seaside 
town for its “unwavering support and hospitality” 
shown to their young soldiers. 

Seaton branch of the Royal British Legion and 
Seaton Town Council joined forces to organised an 
emotional but dignified civic service to mark the 
unveiling of a plaque in which the town received 
official thanks and tributes were made to all those 
who did not return. 

It was surely one of Seaton’s proudest days. 

Former US Army Colonel John Rudman’s father 
was stationed in Seaton and took one of the first 
landing crafts onto the Normandy Beaches. He 
made it through the war - but 21 of the 28-strong 
contingent on the landing craft never made it off 
the beaches. 

Wherever you looked around Windsor Gardens 
on Sunday there was a veteran with medals shin¬ 
ing in the summer sun. Some of them knew what 
Sgt Robert Rudman had gone through for they 
were there as well. 

When Colonel Rudman said the real heroes of D- 
Day were the people of Seaton, there was a collec¬ 
tive intake of breath. The GIs would know what he 
meant.

USA says thanks 
for G1 kindness 

THE kindness shown to hundreds of young Ameri¬ 
can soldiers who were based in Seaton in the run-up 
to D-Day in June 1944 has been officially recognised 
by the USA. 

In a highly moving and dignified civic ceremony on 
Sunday afternoon, a former American Army officer 
and the Mayor of Seaton, Councillor Gaynor Sedg¬ 
wick, jointly unveiled a special plaque thanking the 
people of Seaton for all they did for the American GIs 
before taking part in the invasion of Normandy. 
Many of them did not survive. 

Crucial to the honour being bestowed on the peo¬ 
ple of Seaton was the role of former USA Colonel John 
F. Rudman whose father, Robert G. Rudman, was a 
sergeant with H Company, 8th Infantry Regiment, 
4th Infantry Division, one of the first Allied units to 
land on the beaches of Normandy on D-Day.The cer¬ 
emony in Windsor Gardens was jointly organised by 
the Seaton branch of the 
Royal British Legion and 
Seaton Town Council 
and included a parade of 
17 standards represent¬ 
ing Legion branches 
throughout the South 
West and other uni- 
forned organisations. 

Councillor Sedgwick, 
who expressed Seaton’s 
thanks and gratitude to 
the American troops. 

She said: “This stone 
commemorates those 
brave Amercican sol¬ 
diers who left these 
shores in 1944 along 
with so many others, in¬ 
cluding sons of local 
families. Many of these 
men did not return, their 
sacrifice has meant that 
we can live in freedom 
and peace.” 

.Colonel Rudman de¬ 
livered a moving ad¬ 
dress recalling that out 
of the 28 in his father’s 
landing craft, only seven 
young men survived.

A SIDMOUTH resident fighting to access information 
about East Devon District Council’s proposed reloca¬ 
tion to Skypark is to put his case before a tribunal 
next month. 

Jeremy Woodward, of Temple Street, made a re¬ 
quest under the Freedom of Information Act in No¬ 
vember 2012, for details of relocation working group 
meetings to be released to the public. 

An Information Commissioner assessing the case 
last month ordered the council to release the reports, 
but the dispute is due to be put before a tribunal after 
district council bosses appealed the decision. 

And following the announcement of a date for the 
hearing - August 28th - Mr Woodward has spoken 
out about the case. 

He told Pulman’s View. “The Information Commis¬ 
sioner wants EDDC to make public the report on the 
state of the Knowle buildings - because they say it 
was produced by external, independent consultants. 

“But EDDC has insisted it was an internal matter to 
help them with their own deliberations and so should 
not be published. 

“However, back in February, when the district 
council’s own scrutiny committee voted for a com¬ 
pletely new report to be commissioned without in¬ 
terference from the political leadership, councillors 
and officers said the report which declared Knowle 
unfit was independent and professional.”

Road improvement 
plans go on show 


INITIAL ideas for improving transport links in and 
out of Honiton have been presented to residents, as 
part of a series of exhibitions taking place this 
month. 

Local councils have been working together to pro¬ 
duce a detailed study on the A30/A303 road between 
Honiton and Broadway, following years of cam¬ 
paigning by local businesses and road users for the 
route to be developed. 

Devon County Council has partnered with author¬ 
ities in Somerset, Wiltshire and Dorset, in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Heart of the South West Local 
Enterprise Partnership, in an effort to lobby the Gov¬ 
ernment for improvements to the corridor. 

And a drop-in session held at Honiton’s Beehive 
centre this week - the first of five taking place across 
the area - gave residents the chance to hear about 
the progress of the study so far and the next steps 
for improving the route. 

Andrew Leadbetter, Devon County Council’s cab¬ 
inet member for economy and growth, said: “Im¬ 
provements to the entire A303 is a priority for our 
partnership, so we are pleased that the Government

is undertaking a feasibility study to consider future 
improvements along the whole length. 

“We, however, recognise that securing improve¬ 
ments is a staged process and our aim is to upgrade 
the route between Honiton and Broadway to support 
economic growth and increase resilience for our 
communities.” 

As part of the study, a recent survey found 97 per 
cent of road users want to see improvements to the 
route, known as the ‘Holiday Highway’. 

The study results will feed into the Highways 
Agency’s review of the route, and the findings are 
expected to be published later this year. 

Cpouncillor Leadbetter added: “Feedback from 
communities is crucial if we are to put forward an 
effective business case to the Government for im¬ 
provements to sections of the road. 

“In addition, it will also help us put together af¬ 
fordable and deliverable options that are sensitive to 
the protected landscape.”

HONITON College wasted no time and started work 
on a £1.6 million teaching facility only weeks after 
funding was secured. 

The college received a grant confirmation from the 
Education Funding Agency in May after two previous 
bids had failed. 

A two-storey building will be built on the school 
playground adjacent to the playing fields, and will 
house technology and modern foreign languages de¬ 


partments. 

It should be completed at the end of the year, with 
the college taking possession early next year. 

As previously reported, the existing technology wing 
and modern foreign languages building will both be 
demolished when the new building is completed. 

A turf-cutting ceremony took place on Thursday, July 
10th, and Honiton College principal Glenn Smith said: 
“It [the building] should inspire further success.”

And correspondence from Devon County Council’s ed¬ 
ucation authority uncovered fears about the future provi¬ 
sion of school places at Honiton Primary School, should 
the development go ahead. 

EDDC’s Development Manager Ed Ereeman told coun¬ 
cillors at the meeting: “The comments from the NHS 
raise new issues of which we were not previously aware. 

“It is regrettable that some of the consultees mentioned 
have waited until the eleventh hour before making us 
aware of the views on this case. However, we have a legal 
obligation to consider their comments regardless of when 
they were submitted. Eurther consideration and discus¬ 
sion needs to take place.” 


District Councillor Mike Allen said the deferral was a 
“profound” result for local people. 

He said: “My concerns remain that the road access will 
be utterly inadequate leading to yet another bottleneck, 
but even more important is the move by Healthcare and 
Education specialists to say that capacity has reached a 
tipping point and any further house developers must con¬ 
tribute funds towards the problems of sustaining a healthy 
growing town. 

“We simply cannot keep adding houses without health, 
education and jobs to go with new developments.” 

If councillors reject the application, the developer has 
already indicated that it will consider an appeal, which 
could delay the decision even further.

Success for breakfast scheme 


ANEW free school meals initiative recently 
introduced at Honiton Community College 
is helping to get students switched on ahead 
of the school day. 

The college currently provides a free 
lunchtime meal for disadvantaged pupils, 
and school bosses are now offering students 
an early-morning breakfast service to help 
get their brains in gear. 

Around one in five of the college’s stu¬ 
dents are eligible for a free breakfast, and 
canteen staff have been making an early 
start to serve up cereal, toast and jacket po- 
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tatoes for pupils. 

And teachers say they are already seeing 
the benefits of a healthy breakfast in the 
classroom, with students arriving for lessons 
more alert and ready to learn. 

Vice Principal Andy Holt, who has led the 
introduction of the scheme, said: “There is 
a wealth of research that demonstrates how 
important a good breakfast can be and, even 
in the short time we have been up and run¬ 


ning with the scheme, we have already seen 
the positive signs in the classroom. 

“Teachers have reported an improved 
level of engagement among students in les¬ 
sons first thing in the morning.” 

The college has previously run exam 
breakfasts to give students a boost ahead of 
their GCSE and A Level tests, but this latest 
initiative is designed to make a good break¬ 
fast part of pupils’ everyday routine. 

And Mr Holt said the college was “break¬ 
ing new ground” to deliver a double-header 
of free meals. 

He added: “Other schools are trying out 
different ideas but the breakfast club scheme 
is definitely one we are taking a lead on. 

“We are now looking to increase the num¬ 
ber of students who take up the opportunity 
of a free breakfast and also to encourage all 
our pupils to make an early start and see 
what is on offer.”

Can you name these ‘Beer Albion’ men? 


THE organisers of the celebrations to mark the out¬ 
break of the Eirst World War are appealing to Pul- 
man ’s View from readers for help as they put the 
finishing touches to their exhibition in Beer next 
month. 

Richard Scott has been given a photo by Julie 
Grabham of men from Beer and Seaton serving on 
HMS Albion during the Eirst World War and is hop¬ 
ing to identify the men on the ship. 

“The large number of Beer men on HMS Albion 
led to Beer Eootball Club being called ‘Albion’ after 
the war,” explained Mr Scott. 

“HMS Albion was damaged during an Anglo- 
Erench attempt to force a way through the Dard¬ 
anelles in March 1915, and during this attack one of 
the Beer men on board, Gerald Restorick, was 


wounded. He was one of the Royal Navy Reserve 
men who marched away from the village on 3rd Au¬ 
gust 1914. 

“Between the wars Gerald and his brothers ran a 
building firm in Beer, and he named the houses they 
built after places he knew from his time in the Royal 
Navy in the Mediterranean. 

“These include Lemnos, which was a Greek island 
used as a supply base for British troops in the Dar¬ 
danelles and Seddul Bahr, a town on the Gallipoli 
peninsula near which HMS Albion destroyed a 
Turkish artillery battery with her gunfire.”

The Beer CLT was set up at the 
start of last year to facilitate the 
development of affordable hous¬ 
ing for local people with the slo¬ 
gan 'owned by the community, 
for the community'.

Particularly in cases 
where applications may be for development in a sen¬ 
sitive location and/or involving large scale destruction 
of open countryside. 

Applications which come before the DMC will have 
an appropriate recommendation from the experts in 
EDDC’s planning office, i.e. to approve (with or with¬ 
out conditions) or to refuse. On a number of occasions, 
however, public contributions on the day have con¬ 
tributed to open debate to the extent that officer rec¬ 
ommendations have been overturned. 

That is not to say that the recommendations were 
flawed in the first instance. Rather, it is the sign of a 
healthy democracy that the public voice may be heard, 
and may inform intelligently the outcomes of what 
are, in many cases, both contentious and large-scale 


proposed development. The cost of such democracy 
in action is small: hitherto members of the public have 
been allowed but three minutes in which to present 
their views on the day. 

The East Devon Alliance has watched with increas¬ 
ing concern as even that small price to pay, an alloca¬ 
tion of 180 seconds (always carefully timed!) in which 
a member of public may express an opinion, is now 
threatened. The desire to strip the public of the right 
to speak on specific planning proposals or planning 
policy has worked its way through various EDDC sub¬ 
committees, and will finally reach a full meeting of 
Council for a decision on July 23rd. 

We respectfully request that all councillors, of what¬ 
ever political persuasion, consider deeply the principle 
and issues at stake. We propose accordingly not the 
introduction of new or complicated practices as far as 
public speaking is concerned, but the entirely reason¬ 
able practice of simply leaving public speaking 
arrangements as they are. This seems to us a not un¬ 
reasonable request that would do much to restore pub¬ 
lic trust and confidence in a council which, for many, 
has much to prove; not least in respect of its inability 
to deliver on time a Local Plan.

WENDY Hall gave members of the 
Seaton University of the Third Age (USA) 
an enthusiastic account of a four-day tour 
of Rome, which she and her husband took 
a few years ago. 

The slides showed hundreds of tantalis¬ 
ing glimpses of the art and architecture of 
the ancient and medieval centres of that 
great city. The first part of the trip covered 
the medieval sites - the Vatican including 
the Sistine Chapel, St Peter’s Cathedral, 
Castel Sant’Angelo and great paintings of 
Michaelangelo, Raphael and Leonardo da 
Vinci. 

Later, members were treated to descrip¬ 
tions and pictures of the Ancient City, the 
Lorum, the Coliseum and the oldest 
Roman building - the domed Pantheon, 
open to the sky and the rain. These were 
built nearly a thousand years before the 
medieval city and were very crowded in 
by later buildings. The hills of Rome pro¬ 
vided wonderful changes of level with the 
markets built into the hillsides. 

The palaces of Vespasian and the Trajan 
Column, 42 metres high, were features of 
the later part of the tour. The great column 
is made out of many stone cylinders, 
carved with images of Trajan’s victory 
over the Dacians. The last building men¬ 
tioned by Wendy was the Monument to 
Victor Emmanuel II, which was erected in 
the 1870s to commemorate the unification 
of Italy. 

The next general meeting of Seaton 
USA will be on July 22nd when the sub¬ 
ject will be “Mercy Ships”. 

■ SEATON USA members also recently 
enjoyed a talk by fellow member Joyce 
West on her holiday spent “Walking with 
Lions” in Zimbabwe. 

Dan, the owner of the Centre for Reha¬ 
bilitating Lions at Antelope Park, Givero, 
has managed to keep his farm in spite of 


the upheavals of Mugabe’s rule. He has 
collected cubs whose mothers have been 
taken by poachers or killed by hunters and 
the “Walking with Lions” holiday partly 
finances the operation and also the educa¬ 
tion of local orphan children. 

Joyce and her daughter flew from Johan¬ 
nesburg to Bulawayo with the group with 
which they were spending their holiday. 
The group, consisting of nine women and 
one man, were shown straight to their 
quarters - tall conical huts recently up¬ 
graded with open topped shower cubicals 
at the back. Unfortunately, the local mon¬ 
keys pelted the new arrivals with stones! 

The volunteers were called to breakfast 
at 6.30am by the native keepers beating 
bongo drums. Teams had four tasks per 
day assigned to them with lion walking 
being the most challenging. The “walked” 
lions would not be released into the wild 
because, if they become tame, they would 
approach humans who could well be 
poachers. As the cubs were walked along 
they are played with, the tasks simulating 
the hunting skills normally taught by their 
mothers. 

Some tasks were less memorable but 
more smelly, shovelling up dung from the 
lions and elephants, who generated more 
income from their rides for tourists. The 
worst was cutting up the meat of slaugh¬ 
tered cows to feed the cubs. 

The most important rule was not to turn 
your back on a lion or to stare at him. 
Taking photos was, therefore, very diffi¬ 
cult as you had to be alert to all the lions. 

The money made goes to help the or¬ 
phan children, who were all HIV positive, 
as well as the lions. The more affluent 
families in the area sent their children to 
paid private schools with smart uniforms 
but the others play around the centre until 
they are 12.

WHERE were you born and where did you grow up? 

I was born and grew up in Somerset, on the edge of the 
Somerset Levels.

Being a photographer was my dream whilst at school 
but I had no idea it would become a reality.

CAN you remember the first photo you took?

For my landscape work I would always choose my big film 
camera!
